Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it does not end in a period.

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1 shows an 
extra period in the first paragraph. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Sashida et al. (US 6720374 B2). 

Sashida et al. discloses a biodegradable plasticizer for providing aliphatic 
polyester, in particular, polylactic acid. 

As to claims 1-2, Sashida et al. further discloses aliphatic polyester composition 
comprising an aliphatic polyester, polyglycerol acetic ester and 5-50 parts by weight of a

compound (claim 12 and 13) Tine disclosed structure shown in claim 12 of the 
reference is a species of Formula (1) recited in the claim 1 and 2. 

Sashida et al. is silent on the average acylation rate. In view of the substantially 
identical composition, the adduct would possesses the claimed acylation rate 
properties. Since the PTO does not have proper means to conduct experiments, the 
burden of proof is now shifted to applicants to show otherwise. In re Best, 562 F. 2d 
1252, 195 USPQ 430 (CCPA 1977); In re Fitzgerald, 205 USPQ 594 (CCPA 1980). 
See MPEP§ 2112. 

As to claim 3, the reference discloses the plasticizer in claims 1 used for 
polylactic acid (Abstract) 

As to claim 4, the reference discloses the aliphatic polyester composition recited 
in claims 1-2 to be used for making a film, a sheet, a bag by molding (Abstract).
